Thanks to the oil price boom 
of the 1970s, ia imported so many bananas 
and subsidized their sale at so low a price that it 
eliminated what little domestic production there 
had been, After oil prices plummeted and an 
economic crisis ensued in the mid-1980s, however, 
the government stopped importing bananas and 
many other foods. 

By 1984, the disastrous impact of previous 
agrarian policies was clear. The Bendjedid govern- 
tent reversed course that year and introduced a 
free-market revolution. 

In 1987, food distribution improved when laws 
were changed to permit individuals to open food 
Stores that could compete with the state-run super- 
Markets. 

Tn 1988, the state sold most of the more than 
3,000 farms that it owned. And a few months ago, a

Meanwhile. erratic government regulation 
of industrial and mining operations in rural 
and coastal areas has led to a deterioration of 
marine life, fresh water supplies and fanning 
land, 

Dwindling forest resources have benefited 
only panially from a nationwide logging ban 
imposed by the government in January 1989. 

Because of extensive logging of teak and 
other timber over the past 40 years, the coun- 
uy's forests have shrunk from covering 66 
percent of the land in (950 to 43 percent in 
1978, and 28 tin 1988, In some areas. 
deforestation is so severe that typhoons and 
erosion have caused devastating floods and 
Jandslides, such as those that occurred in 
southern Thailand in late 1988 when hundreds 
of people were killed. 


OW. while eavironmentalists ap- 
plaud the ban, they complain that 
its implementation is, at best. 


patchy. Since January. illegal log- 
ging has not only continued but increased 
dramatically, according to official sources. For 
example, in one of the country’s most heavily 
forested provinces — Phrae in northera Thai- 
land — the Forestry Department reported that 
4,762 forest encroachers were arrested in the 
six months from October 1989. well after the 
January imposition of the ban. 

In the same period. the department also 
seized illegal timber calculated to be worth 
more than 500 million Thai baht ($20 million). 
The national piewure is equally grim. Forestry 
Department figures released in A indi- 
cate thal, since the introduction of the logging 
ban. more than 38.400 hectares (94.848 acres) 
of Thailand's forests have been destroyed.
